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1. The Governor-in-Council shall have power to raise 
upon the credit of the Colony a loan not exceeding the sum of 
Six million dollars, by the issue and sale of securities dated 
the first day of March nineteen hundred and twenty-two, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five and one-half per 
cent, per annum from the first day of March, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-two payable half-yearly on the first days of 
January and July in each year, the first payment of interest 
to be made on the first day of July nineteen hundred and 
twenty-two, which loan and securities with the interest 
thereon shall be chargeable upon and repayable out of the 
funds of the Colony in the manner hereinafter provided on or 
before the first day of July nineteen hundred and forty-two. 


2. The said sum, or so much thereof as shall be necessary 
shall be applied to all or any one or more of the following pur- 
poses, that is to say: ' 


(1) Public works throughout the Colony. 


(2) The liquidation of the Railway Commission Account 
and for railroad purposes generally. 


(8) The general purposes of the Colony. 


3. Subject, as hereinbefore provided with regard to the 
amount of the said loan, to the maximum rate of interest 
payable thereon, to the time of payment of such interest, 
to the assets chargeable with the said loan and interest thereon 
and to the time within which such loan shall be payable, 
the Governor-in-Council shall have and may exercise all such 
powers as shall be necessary or proper for conducting all 
business connected with:— 


(a) The raising of the said loan, including the price and 
terms of the issue of securities therefor: 


(b) The management of such securities and the payment 
of dividends or interest thereon; and 


(c) The making of proper provisions for the tepayment 
of the said loan; 
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in accordance with the laws of any country or countries in 
which such loan or any part thereof may be raised. 


4. Any stock issued in accordance with this Act may, Stock may be 
with the consent of the holders of the stock issued under re fae aieake 
oe ° .

ends of justice, or to cause injury or danger to the child 
against whom the offence is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, release the person arrested on his entering into 
such a recognizance, with or without sureties, as may in 
his judgment be required to secure the attendance of such 
person upon the hearing of the charge.

tion of the child, until a reasonable time has elapsed for a

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6. (1) Any person to whose care a child is committed 
under this Act, shall, whilst the order is in force, 
have the like control over the child if he were his 
parent, and shall be responsible for his maintenance, 
and the child shall continue in the care of such person, 
notwithstanding that it is claimed by his parent or any 
other person, and if any person: 


(a) Knowingly assists or induces, directly or 
indirectly, a child to escape from the person to 
whose care he 1s so committed; or 


(b) Knowingly harbours, conceals, or prevents 
from returning to such person,a child who has 
escaped, or knowingly assists in so doing; 


he shall on summary conviction be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars or to be imprisoned, with or 
without hard labour, for any term not exceeding six months. 


(2) Any court having power so to commit a child shall 
have power to make the like orders on the parent 
or other person liable to maintain the child to con- 
tribute to his maintenance during such period as aforesaid 
at the directon of the court; 


(3) Any such order may be made on the complaint or 
application of the person to whose care the child is 
for the time being committed, and either at the time when 
the order for the child’s committal to his care is made or 
subsequently and the sums contributed by the parent or 
such other person shal! be paid to such person as the court 
may name and be applied for the maintenance of the child. 


(4) If a person having the means or ability to pay, 
fails to pay any sum payable by him in pursuance of any 
such order, he shall be hable upon summary conviction to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding three months. 


(5) Where an order under this Act to commit a child to 
the care of some relation or other person is made in 
respect of a person who has been committed for trial 
for an offence, the court shall not have power to make an 
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order under this section on the parent or other person liable 
to maintain the child prior to the trial of the person so 
coramitted. 


(6) Any court making an order under this section for 
contribution by a parent of such other person may, in 
any case where there is any pension or income payable to 
such parent or other person and capable of being attached, 
after giving the person by whom the pension or income 1s 
payable an opportunity of being heard, further order that 
such part, as the court may see fit, of the pension or 
income, be attached and be paid to the person named by 
the court. Such further order shall be an authority to 
the person, by whom such pension or other income is 
payable, to make the payment so ordered and the receipt 
of the person to whom the payment is ordered to be made 
shall be a good discharge to such first mentioned person. 


(7) An order under this section may be made by any 
court before which a person is charged with an offence 
under this Act and without regard to the place in which 
the person to whom the payment is ordered to be made may 
reside.

(2) The same information or summons may also charge 
any person as having the custody, charge, or care, al- 
ternatively or together, and may charge him with the 
offences of assault, ill-treatment, neglect, abandonment or 
exposure, together or separately, and may charge him 
with committing all or any of those offences in a manner 
likely to cause unnecessary suffering or injury to health, 
alternatively or together, but when those offences are 
charged together the person charged shall not be hable to a 
separate penalty for each.

1. That the Port aux Basques-Canso cable, the title ta 
which the Government has contracted to transfer and convey

eapable of transmitting messages, but upon acquiring title 
thereto the Company wil! take immediate steps to repair 
the cable and will maintain it in efficient working condition 
and replace it, in whole or in part, if and when replacements 
shall become necessary, of which necessity the Company 
shall be the sole judge. And all repairs, maintenance and 
replacements, as well as the cost of operation of the cable 
at Port aux Basques, shall be solely at the Company’s

John’s and to and from Port aux Basques, irrespective of 
whether the Government has handled or dealt with the 
message or not, the Government’s proportion, where the 
message rate 1s sixty (60) cents for the first ten words and 
six (6) cents for a word or words in excess of ten words, shall 
be thirty (30) cents for every message of ten words, and three 
(3) cents a word for words in excess of ten words: and where 
the messages are transmitted at reduced rates, the Govern- 
ment’s share shall be proportionate to the reduction. 


8. On messages other than Government messages origina- 
ting in o: destined to Newfoundland, transmitted at the 
word rate, the Government's proportion shall be one-fifth 
of the Company’s proportion of the published rate. 


9. The Company will transmit at one half the published 
rate messages to Great Britain or Ireland on the official 
business of the Newfoundland Government paid for by the 
Newfoundland Treasury. 


10. On traffic from Newfoundland to points not reached 
by the Company or its connections the Company shall use 
its best efforts and influence to secure rates favorable to the

12. In the event of the interruption of the Government's 
land line between St. John’s and Port aux Basques or of the 
‘able between Port aux Basques and Canso, the Comnany 
will maintain communication with Newfoundland through 
its St. John’s-New York cable or cables; and in the event 
of the Company’s St. John’s-New York cable or cables 
being interrupted, the Company may send its foreign busi- 
ness over the St. John’s Canso line, which includes the 
cable purchased hereunder. 


13. All telegraphic machinery needed for the operation of 
the St. John’s -Canso line and for the improvement of the 
operation of the St. John’s-Canso line shall be admitted into 
Newfoundland free of duty. 


14. The Company will arrange for direct working between 
St. John’s and Canso and to duplex the route as soon as the 
business justifies. 


15. Having regard to the difficulties and risks attending 
the repairs of submarine cables and telegraph lines it is 
agreed that the parties hereto are not to come under pecuni- 
ary responsibility to each other in relation thereto, but sub- 
ject to this qualification it is hereby agreed that each of the 
parties hereto shall use its best endeavours to maintain its 
cables or land lines in efficient working order, and if any 
cable or land line of either of the parties hereto shall be in- 
capable, through inter.uption, of transmitting messages in 
the ordinary course of business the Government or Company, 
respectively, shall with all practicable despatch use its best 
endeavours to restore such cable line to efficient working 
order. 
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16. The Government will do all it legally can to assist the 
Company in protecting its cables from injury by fishing or 
other vessels. 


17. Differences which may from time to time arise between 
the parties hereto in any wise relating to or arising out of this 
agreement or the subject matter thereof shall be referred for 
arbitration to three disinterested arbitrators, one to be ap- 
pointed by the Government, one by the Company and the 
third by the two thus chosen, and the decision of any two of 
them shall be final and binding. 


18. Upon this agreement being ratifie | by the Legislature 
of Newfoundland the te:m of that part of this agreement that 
is contained in the paragraphs hereinbefore numbered “1”’ 
to “17” both inclusive, shall be for fifteen (15) vears from the

25. (1) Pensions for disabilities shall be awarded or 
continued in accordance with the extent of the disability 
of the applicant or pensioner. 


(2) The estimate of the extent of a disability shall be 
based on the instructions and a table of disabilities to be 
made by the Commission for the guidance of physicians and 
surgeons making medical examinations for pension purposes. 


(3) No deduction shall be made from the pension of any 
member of the forces who has served in a theatre of actual 
war on account of any disability or disabling condition which 
existed in h'm previous to the time at which he became a 
member of the forces; Provided that no pension shall be 
paid for a disability or disabling condition which at such 
time was wilfully concealed, was obvious or was a con- 
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genital defect, and was not of a nature to cause a rejection 
from the service. 


(4) No deduction sha!l be made from the pension of any 
member of the forces owing to his having undertaken work 
or perfected himself in some form of industry. 


26. (1) Temporary pensions subject from time to time to 
review and medical re-examination shall be awarded or 
continued as long as the disability remains changeable in 
extent. Permanent pensions shall be awarded or pensions 
shall be continued permanently whenever the disability 1s 
or becomes apparently permanent in extent: Provided that 
if it subsequently appears that such a disability has changed 
in extent, the pension shall be adjusted accordingly.

in the discretion of the Commission, be awarded a pension 
equivalent to the pension she would have received had she 
been his legal widow. The Commission may also award a 
pension if, in its opinion, an injustice would be done by not 
recognizing a woman as the wife of a member of the forces, 
although there is no evidence that she had been publicly 
represented by him as his wife. 


(4) A woman who has been divorced or legally separated 
from a member of the forces who has died, shall not be en- 
titled to a pension unless she was awarded alimony or ali- 
mentary allowance, in which case she shall be entitled if she 
is in a dependent condition to the equivalent of a widow’s 
pension or to the equivalent of the alimony or alimentary 
allowance which was awaided her, whichever is the smaller 
amount. 
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(5) The Commission may in its discretion refuse to 
award a pension to a widow of a member of the forces, who, 
at the time he became a member of the forces and for a 
reasonable time previously thereto, was separated from him 
and not maintained by him during such time. 


Pensions to parents 34. (1) A parent of, or any person in the place of a 
parent with respect to, a member of the forces who has died 
shall be entitled to a pension when such member of the 
forces left no child, widow or divorced wife who is entitled to 
a pension or a woman awarded a pension under sub-section 
(3) of section 33 of this Rule, and when such parent 
or person is in a dependent condition, and was at the time 
of the death of such member of the forces wholly or to a 
substantial extent maintained by him. 


(2) In a case in which a member of the forces has died 
leaving a widow or a widow and children or orphan children 
entitled to a pension in addition to a parent or a person in 
the place of a parent who, previous to his enlistment or during 
his service, was wholly or to a substantial extent maintained 
by him, the Commission may, in its discretion, award a 
pension to each such parent or person not exceeding one 
hundred and eighty dollars per annum.

(3) When a parent or person in the place of a parent, 
who was not wholly or to a substantial extent maintained by 
a member of the forces at the time of his death, subsequently 
falls into a dependent condition, such parent or person may 
be awarded a pension, provided he or she is incapacitated by 
a mental or physical infrmity from earning a livelihood, and 
provided also that in the opinion of the Commission such 
member of the forces would have wholly or to a substantial 
extent maintained such parent o1 person had he not died. 


(4) In a case in which a member of the forces has died 
leaving more than one parent or person in the place of a parent 
who were wholly or to a substantial extent maintained by 
him, the pension for one such parent or person may be in- 
creased by an additional amount not exceeding one hundred 
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and eighty dollars per annum, and the total pension appor- 
tioned between such parents or between the parent and 
such other person. 


(5) The pension to any parent or person in the place 
of a parent shall be subject to review from time to time, and 
shall be continued, increased, decreased or discontinued in 
accordance with the amount deemed necessary by the 
Commission to provide a maintenance for such parent or

(6) When a parent or person in the place of a parent has 
unmarried children residing with him or her, who should, 
in the opinion of the Commission, be earning an amount 
sufficient to permit them to contribute to the support of 
such parent or person, each such unmarried child shall be 
deemed to be contributing not less than ten dollars a month 
towards such support. 


(7) The pension to a widowed mother shall not be 
reduced on account of her earnings from personal employ- 
ment, or on account of her having free lodgings or so long as 
she resides in Newfoundland, on account of her having an 
income from other sources which does not exceed two hun- 
dred and forty dollars per annum, such income being con- 
sidered to include the contributions from children residing 
with or away from her, whether such contributions have 
actually been made, or are deemed by the Commission to 
have been made.

graph shall be payable to his dependents or his estate, should he die 
whilst undergoing treatment.

(k) A business, trade, profession or occupation (as dis- 
tinguished from personal service as employee) shall 
be deemed to be carried on within the Colony by 
a non-resident, when he occupies, has, maintains 
or operates desk room, an office, a shop, a store, 
a warehouse, a factory, an agency, or other place 
where his affairs are systematically and regularly 
carried on, notwithstanding the occasional con- 
summation of isolated transactions without the 
Colony. 


(1) “Commissioner or Assessor of Taxation” shall mean 
the officer appointed by the Governor-in-Council, 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act, having 
such powers and pecforming such duties as are assign- 
ed to him by the Governor-in-Council, or by the 
Minister under the provisions of this Act. 


(m) The term ‘‘Dividends” includes cash dividends, stock 
dividends, scrip dividends, dividends “in kind”, 
profits of limited partnerships, and dividends on paid 
up Life Insurance Policies. 


(n) “Fiduciary’ means a guardian, trustee, executor, 
administrator, receiver, conservator or any person,

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whether individual or corporate, acting in a fiduciary 
capacity for any person or trust. 


Meaning of income, 2. (1) For the purposes of this Act . “income” 

allowed. shall mean the annual net profit or gain, or gratuity, whether 
ascertained and capable of computation as being wages, salary 
or other fixed amount, or unascertained as being fees or 
emoluments, or as being profits from a trade, or commercial 
or financial or other business or calling, directly or indirectly 
received by a person from any office or employment, or from 
any profession or calling, or from any trade, manufacture or 
business, as the case may be; and shall include the interest, 
dividends, or profits, directly or indirectly received from 
money at interest upon any security or without security, or 
from stocks, or from any other investment, and whether such 
gains, or profits are divided or distributed or not, and also 
the annual profit or gain from any other source, including the 
income from, but not the value of, property acquired by 
gift, bequest, devise or descent; and including the income 
from, but not the proceeds of, life insurance policies paid 
upon the death of the person insured, or payments made or 
credited to the insured on life insurance endowment or 
annuity contracts upon the maturity of the term mentioned 
in the contract, or upon the surrender of the contract, with 
the following exemptions and deductions :— 


(a) Such reasonable amount as the Minister in his dis- 
cretion may allow for depreciation, and the Minister, 
in determining the income derived from mining and 
from oil wells and timber limits, shall make such an 
allowance for the exhaustion of the mines, wells and 
timber limits, as he may deem fit and fair. A person 
shall not deduct from gross Income any amount 
claimed as a loss on account of shrinkage in value 
of such securities through fluctuation of the market or 
otherwise. The loss allowable in such cases shall be 
that actually suffered when the securities mature or 
are disposed of. Any losses occurring from fires, 
storms, shipwrecks or other casualties or from theft, 
provided in each case that the losses are not compen- 
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sated for by insurance or otherwise, and that they 
have been incurred in the business or trade during the 
year, shall be allowable as deductions. 


(b) Contributions or gifts made within the taxable year 
to corporations incorporated, or associations organized 
under the laws of the Colony and operated exclusively 
for religious, charitable, scientific or educational 
purposes, to such an amount as may be allowed by the 
Minister, in no case to exceed more than 10% of the 
taxpayer’s net income as computed without the 
benefit of this sub-division. Such contributions or 
gifts shall be allowable as deductions only if verified 
under rules and regulations prescribed by the Assessor. 


(c) For the purpose of the normal tax only, two hundred 
dollars for each child under eighteen years of age of 
the taxpayer, provided that in the case of a husband 
and wife, both of whom are taxpayers, such deduction 
shall not be allowed from both incomes but from one 
only. For the purpose of the normal tax only, a 
taxpayer who is the head of a family and who actually 
supports and maintains one or more individuals who 
are closely connected with him by blood relationship, 
relationship by marriage or by adoption, and whose 
right to exercise family control and provide for such 
dependent, individual or individuals is based on some 
moral or legal obligation, shall be entitled to a deduc- 
tion of two hundred dollars in respect of each such 
dependent individual, provided that not more than 
one taxpayer shall be entitled to such deduction in 
respect of the same dependent. 


(d) Dividends received by or credited to shareholders of a 
corporation, which is liable to taxation under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not be hable to the 
normal tax in the hands of the shareholders, but shall 
be liable to the supertax provisions of this Act. 
The amount of the exemption from the normal 
tax to the shareholders, shall not exceed the net 
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amount of such dividends after the deduction of the 
interest or carrying charges, if any, in respect of such 
dividends. Dividends declared or shareholders’ bon- 
uses shall be taxable income of the taxpayer in the 
year in which they are paid or distributed. 


(e) Any part of the remuneration of a taxpayer retained by 
his employer in connection with an employee’s super- 
annuation or pension or plan shall be allowed as an 
exemption or deduction from the income of the tax- 
payer for income tax purposes, and any payment to 
an employee out of such fund or plan shall be included 
as taxable income of the employee. 


(2) In computing net income no deduction shall be 
allowed in respect of :— 


(a) premiums paid on Life Insurance Policy covering the 
life of any officer or employee, or of any person 
financially interested in any trade or business carried 
on by the taxpayer, when the taxpayer is directly 
or indirectly a beneficiary under such policy; 


(b) any amount paid out for new buildings or for per- 
manent improvements oc betterments, made _ to 
increase the value of any property or estate; 


(c) any amount expended in restoring property or in 
making good the exhaustion thereof, for which an 
allowance is or has been made. 


(3) In determining the income no deduction shall be 
allowed in respect of personal or living expenses and in cases 
in which personal and living expenses form part of the profit, 
gain or remuneration of the taxpayer, the same shall be 
assessed as income for the purposes of this Act. 


(4) Where an incorporated company conducts its busi- 
ness, whether under agreement or otherwise, in such manner 
as either directly or indirectly to benefit its shareholders or 
any one of them, or any person directly or in directly intecest- 
ed in such company, by selling its product or the goods and 
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commodities in which it deals at less than the fair price 
which might be obtained therefor, the Minister may, for 
the purposes of this Act, determine the amount 
which shall be deemed to be the income of such company 
for the vear, and in determining such amount the Minister 
shall have regard to the fair price which, but for any agree- 
ment, arrangement oc understanding, might be or could have 
been obtained for such product, goods and commodities.’ 


(5) In the case of the income of persons residing or 
having their head office or principal place of business outside 
of Newfoundland, but carrying on business in Newfoundland, 
either directly or through or in the name of any other person, 
the income shall be the net profit or gain arising from the 
business of such person in Newfoundland. 


(6) For the purpose of the supertax only, the income of a 
taxpayer shall include the share to which he would be en- 
titled of the undivided or undistiibuted gains and _ profits 
made by any syndicate, trust, association, corporation or 
other body, or any partnership, if such gains and profits were 
divided or distributed, unless the Minister is of opinion 
that the accumulation of such undivided oe undistributed 
gains and profits is not made for the purpose of evading the 
tax, and is not in excess of what is reasonably required for 
the purposes of the business. 


(7) Deficits or losses sustained in transactions entered 
into for profit but not connected with the chief business, 
trade, profession or occupation of the taxpayer, shall not be 
deducted from income derived from the chief business, trade 
or occupation of the taxpayer in determining his taxable 
income, and the Minister shall have power to determine 
what deficits or losses sustained in transactions entered into 
for profit are connected with the chief business, trade, pro- 
fession or occupation of a tax-payer, and his decision shall 
be final and conclusive. Debts ascertained to be worthless 
and charged off within the taxable year, and a reasonable 
allowance for the exhaustion, wear and tear of property 
used in a business, may be allowable as deductions,

(iv) who, not being a resident of Newfoundland, is carrying 
on business in Newfoundland; or 


(v) who, not being ordinarily a resident of Newfoundland, 
derives income for services rendered by him in the 
Colony to any person resident or carrying on business 
in Newfoundland, but only upon that portion of the 
income so earned by such non-resident; 


the following taxes :— 


(a) A normal tax of five per centum upon all income 
exceeding one thousand dollars but not exceeding six 
thousand dollars, in the case of unmarried persons 
and widows and widowers without dependent children 
and persons who are not supporting dependent bro- 
thers or sisters under the age of eighteen years, or a 
dependent parent or parents, grand parent or grand 
parents, and exceeding two thousand dollars but not 
exceeding six thousand in the case of all other persons, 
and eight per centum upon all income exceeding six 
thousand dollars; and in addition thereto a supertax 
equal to the sum of the following :— 


(b) Two per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds six thousand and does not exceed 
eight thousand dollars; and 


Normal tax and 
supertax. 
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(c) Four per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds eight thousand dollars and does not 
exceed ten thousand dollars; and 


(d) Six per centum upon the amount by which the ncome 
exceeds ten thousand dollars, and does not exceed 
twenty thousand dollars; and 


(e) Ten per centum upon the amount by which the income 
exceeds twenty thousand dollars and does not exceed 
thirty thousand dollars; and 


(f) Fifteen per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds thirty thousand dollars but does not 
exceed forty thousand dollars; and 


(z) Twenty per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds forty thousand dollars and does not 
exceed fifty thousand dollars; and 


(h) Thirty per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds fifty thousand dollars and does not 
exceed one hundred thousand dollars; and 


(i) Thirty-five per centum upon the amount by which the 
income exceeds one hundred thousand dollars. 


(2) Corporations and Joint Stock Companies, no mat- 
ter how created or organized, shall pay five per centum upon 
income exceeding two thousand dollars and not exceeding 
six thousand dollars, and eight per centum upon income 
exceeding six thousand dollars; but shall not be liable to 
any supertax. Any corporation or joint stock company, 
the fiscal vear of which is not the calendar year shall make 
a return and have the tax payable by it computed upon 
its income for its fiscal year ending within the calendar year 
for which the return is being made. The net income shall 
be computed on the basis of such period for which separate 
return is made, and the tax shall be paid thereon at the rate 
for the calendar year in which such period is included, and 
the exemptions allowed in this Act shall be re- 
duced respectively to amounts which bear the same ratio to 
the full exemptions provided for as the number of months 
in such period bears to twelve months. 
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(3) Any persons carrying on business in partnership shall 
be liable for the income tax only in their individual capacity; 
provided, however, that a husband and wife carrying on 
business together shall not be deemed to be partners for any 
purpose under this Act. A member of a partnership 
or the proprietor of a business, whose fiscal year is other 
than the calendar vear, shall make a return of his income 
from the business for the fiscal year ending within the 
calendar year for which the return is being made, but 
his return of income derived from sources other than his 
business shall be made for the calendar year. If a taxpayer, 
with the approval of the Minister, changes the basis of 
computing the net income from fiscal year to calendar year, 
the net income shall be computed on the basis of such period 
for which separate return is made, and the tax shall be paid 
thereon at the rate for the calendar vear in which such period 
is included; and the exemptions allowed in this Act 
shall be reduced respectively to amounts which bear 
the same ratio to the full exemptions provided for as the 
number of months in such period bears to twelve months. 
Every partnership shall make a return for each taxable year, 
stating specifically the items of its gross income and the 
deductions allowed by this Act and = shall include 
in the return the names and addresses of the individuals who 
would be entitled to share in the net income, and the amount 
of the distributive shares of each individual. The return 
shall be sworn to by one of the partners. 


(4) A person who, after the first day of January, 1918, 
has reduced his income by the transfer or assignment of any 
real or personal, movable or immovable property, to such 
person’s wife or husband, as the case may be, or to any 
member of the family of such person shall, nevertheless, be 
liable to be taxed as if such transfer or assignment had not 
been made, unless the Minister is satisfied that such transfer 
or assignment was not made for the purpose of evading 
the taxes imposed under this Act or any part thereof. 


(5) Every company accepting premiums of insurance 
against fire upon property within the Colony shall pay, in 
M. 
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lieu of all other taxes under this Act, a tax of five 
per centum per annum, to be computed on the amount 
actually received by the said company for such premiums 
as aforesaid during the calendar year. The accounting 
periods under this Act shall be from January the 
first, one thousand nine hundied and twenty-two, to De- 
cember thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
two, and for each year thereafter. The tax shall, without 
assessment by the Assessor, be due and payable to the 
Assessor on the thirty-first day of December in each year. 
If the tax is not paid when due, there shall be added, as 
part of the tax, a penalty of five per centum, together with 
interest at the rate of one per centum for each full month 
from the time when the tax became due. 


(6) Every bank or banking corporation doing business 
in the Colony, except the Newfoundland Savings Bank, 
shall pay, in lieu of all other taxes under this Act, 
an anual tax of one-half of one per centum, to be computed 
on all monies on deposit on December thirty-first of each 
vear. The accounting periods under’ this Act 
shall be from January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-two, to December thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-two, and for each year thereafter. 
The tax shall, without assessment by the Assessor, be due 
and payable on the fifteenth day of January in each year. 
ff the tax is not paid when due, there shall be added, as 
part of the tax, a penalty of five per centum, together with 
interest at the rate of one per centum for each full month 
from the time when the tax became due. 


5. The following incomes shall not be lable to taxation 
hereunder :— 


(a) The income of the Governor, the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Newfoundland, the Judge of the 
Central District Court, and Clergvmen of all religious 
denominations. 


(b) The incomes of Consuls and Vice-Consuls who are 
citizens of the country they represent, and who are not 
engaged in any other business or profession. 
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(c) The income of any religious, charitable, agricultural 
and educational institution, Board of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce. 


(d) The incomes of labour organizations and _ societies 
and of benevolent and fraternal beneficiary societies 
and orders. 


(e) The incomes of mutual corporations not having a 
capital represented by shares, no part of the income of 
which inures to the profit of any member thereof, and 
of life insurance companies, except such amount as is 
credited to shareholders’ account. 


(f) The incomes of clubs, societies, and associations 
organized and operated solely for social welfare, civic 
improvement, pleasure, recreation, or other non- 
profitable purposes, no part of the income of which 
inures to the benefit of any stockholder or member. 


(g) The income derived from any bonds or other securities 
of the Colony of Newfoundland issued exempt 
from any income tax imposed, and in pursuance of 
any legislation enacted by, the Legislature. 


(h) The Military and Naval pay of persons who have been 
on active service overseas during the late war, In any 
of the militarv or naval forces of His Majesty, or 
any of His Majesty’s Allies. 


(i) Income derived from any pension granted to any 
member of His Majesty’s military, naval or air forces, 
for any disability suffered by the pensioner while 
serving in any of His Majesty’s forces durmg the 
war that began in August, one thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen, and the income derived from any 
pension granted to any dependent relative of any 
person who was killed or suffered any disability 
while serving in the said forces in the said war. 


6. (1) Every person liable to taxation under this Act Respecting returns. 
shall on or before the thirtieth day °° April in each 
year, without any notice or demand, and 4. ; person, whether 


a 
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liable to taxation hereunder or not, upon receipt of a notice or 
demand in writing from the Commissioner of Taxation or 
any officer authorised to make such demand, deliver to the 
Minister a return on oath in such form as the Munister 
may prescribe, of his total income during the last preceding 
year. In such return the taxpayer shall state an address in 
Newfoundland to which all notices and other documents 
may be mailed or sent. The oath shall be in Form V. pre- 
scribed in the schedule to this Act. 


(2) The return in the case of a corporation, association, 
or other body shall be made and signed by the president, 
secretary, treasurer or chief agent, having a personal know- 
ledge of the affairs of such corporation, association or other 
body, or in any case, by such othet person or persons em- 
ployed in the business liable, or believed to be liable, to 
taxation as the Minister may require. 


(3) If a person is unable for any reason to make the 
returns required by this Act, such teturn shall be 
made by the guardian, curator, tutor, or other legal rep- 
cesentative of such person, or if there is no legal represent- 
ative, by some one acting as agent of such person; and in the 
case of the estate of any deceased person, the returns shall be 
made in accordance with section three of this Act 
and where there is no person to make a return under the 
provisions of this Act, then the returns shall be 
made by such person as inay be required by the Minister 
to do so. 


(4) All employers shall make a return of all persons in 
their employ receiving any salary or remuneration of one 
thousand dollars or more per annum, and all corporations, 
associations, and syndicates shall make a return of all divi- 
dends and bonuses paid to shareholders and members. Such 
returns shall be delivered to the Minister on or before the 
30th day of April in each year, without any notice or demand 
being made therefor, and in such form as the Minister may 
prescribe. 


(5) Every person who is require! to make a return under 
this section, whether liable in fact as a taxpayer or not, and 
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who fails to make such return within the time limited there- 
for, shall be subject on summary conviction to a penalty 
not exceeding ten dollars for each day during which the 
default continues. 


(6) The Minister may at any time enlarge the time for 
making any return. 


7. (1) If the Minister, in order to enable him to make an 
assessment, desires further information, or if he suspects 
that any person who has not made a return is liable to taxat- 
ion hereunder, he may require additional information, or a 
return containing such information as he deems necessary, 
to be furnished him within thirty days. The mailing of the 
notice for information sha!!l be presumptive evidence that 
such has been given. 


(2) The Minister may require the pioduction, or the 
production on oath, by the taxpayer, or by his agent or 
officer, or by any person or partnership holding, or paying, 
or liable to pay, any portion of the income of any taxpayer, 
of any letters, accounts, invoices, statements and other 
documents. 


(3) Any officer authorised thereto by the Minister may 
make such inquiry as he may deem necessary for ascertaining 
the income of any taxpayer, and for the purpose of such 
inquiry such officer shall have all the powers and authority 
of a commissioner appointed under Chapter 21 of the Con- 
solidated Statutes entitled “Of Inquiries concerning Public 
Matters.”’ 


(4) If a taxpayer fails or refuses to keep adequate books 
or accounts for Income Tax purposes, the Minister may re- 
quire the taxpayer to keep such records and accounts as 
he may prescribe. 


(5) Every person who, in whatever capacity acting, is in 
receipt of any money, thing of value or profits or gains arising 
from any source, of or belonging to any other person, shall, 
when required to do so by notice from the Minister, prepare 
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and deliver to the Minister any information required thereon, 
within thirty days from the date o f the mailing of such notice. 


(6) For the purpose of any proceeding taken under 
this Act, the facts necessary to establish compliance 
on the part of the Minister with the provisions of this section, 
as well as default hereunder, shall be sufficiently proved in 
any court of law by the affidavit of the Commissioner or 
Assessor of Taxation or any other responsible officer of the 
department of the Assessor. Such affidavit shall have 
attached thereto as an exhibit a copy or duplicate of the 
said letter. 


8. (1) For every default in complying with the pro- 
visions of the next preceding section the person so offending 
shall be liable on summary conviction to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars for each day during which the default 
continues. 


(2) Any person making a false statement in any return or 
in any information requied by the Minister, shall be hable 
on summary conviction to a penalty not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars and not less than one hundred dollars, or to 
six months imprisonment, or to both fine and imprisonment. 


9. (1) The Minister shall on or before the thirtieth day of 
September in each year, or on or before such other date as 
he may in any case or cases prescribe, determine the several 
amounts payable for the tax. Every person liable to pay any 
tax or supertax under this Act, shall send with the 
returns of the income upon which such tax and supertax shall 
be payable, not less than one-quarter of the amount of such 
tax and supertax, and may pay the balance, if any, in not 
more than three equal bi-monthly instalments thereafter, 
together with interest at the rate of six per centum per 
annum upon each instalment, from the last day prescribed 
for making such return to the time payment is made. 


(2) The Minister shall not be bound by any return or 
information supplied by or on behalf of a taxpayer, and not- 
withstanding such return or information, or if no return has 
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been made, the Minister may determine the amount of the 
tax to be paid by any person. 


(3) Any person lable to pay the tax shall continue to 
be able, and in case any person so liable shall fail to make a 
ietuin as required by this Act, or shall make an 
incorrect or false return, and shall not pay the tax in whole 
or in part, the Minister may at any time assess such person 
for the tax, or such portion thereof as he may be liable to 
pay, and may prescribe the time within which any appeals 
may be made under the provisions of this Act from 
the assessment of feom the decision of the Board, and may 
fix the date of payment of the tax. 


(4) Any person liable to pay any tax or supertax under 
this Act, who, in the return of the income liable to 
taxation, makes a return in which he states the income to be 
less than the true amount, shall pay to His Majesty the 
additional amount of tax and supertax due on the income 
omitted from his return, and in addition interest at the rate 
of ten per centum per annum upon such amount from the 
last day prescribed for making such return until the same is 
paid. If the amount of the income omitted from his return 
exceeds ten per centum of the correct income, but is under 
twenty per centum of the same, such person shall pay to 
His Majesty an additional amount equal to one-half of the 
amount of such deficiency, and if the deficiency amounts to 
twenty per centum or more of the correct income, such 
person shall pay to His Majesty an additional amount 
equal to such deficiency. Penalties herein shall be additional 
penalties and not in lieu of any penalty that may be imposed 
under this Act. 


(5) The Minister may refund any tax or penalty wrong- 
fully or illegally assessed and collected, but no refund shall 
be allowed because of any alleged error in the assessment 
unless application therefor is made within twelve months 
of the date of the payment of the tax. Ha taxpayer fails to 
make returns for any accounting period and in the meantime 
the rate of normal tax, supertax, and penalties have been 
changed or increased, such taxpayer shall when making 
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returns be subject to the rates and penalties in force at the 
time, and not at the rate for the period when his returns 
should have been made. 


(6) If the taxpayei pays any instalment less than one- 
quarter of the tax as estimated by him, or should he fai! to 
make any payment at the time of filing his return or at the 
time when any instalment should be paid, he shall pay in 
addition to all other penalties a penalty of five dollars or 
one-quarter of the amount of the tax unpaid, whichever is 
the greater. 


(7) After examination of the taxpayer’s return, the 
Minister shall send a notice of assessment to the taxpayer 
verifying or altering the amount of the tax as estimated by 
him in his return. Any additional tax found over the esti- 
mated amount shall be paid within thirty days from the date 
of the mailing of the notice of assessment. If the additional 
amount is not paid within the said thirty days, the taxpayer 
shall pay a penalty of five dollars, or one-quarter of the 
amount unpaid, whichever is the greater. 


(8) The Minister, if he suspects that the taxpayer is 
abovt to leave Newfoundland, may, for that oc any other 
reason, by cegistered letter addressed to the taxpaver 
demand payment of all taxes, penalties and accrued interest 
for which the taxpayer is table, and the same shall be paid 
within ten days from the date of mailing of such registered 
letter, notwithstanding any other provisions in this Act 
contained. 


(9) Non-payment of the said tax within the specified 
time shall render the goods of the taxpayer liable to seizure 
by the Sheriff of the City or District in which the goods of 
the taxpayer are situated. A certificate of non-compliance 
with any demand, signed by the Commissioner or Assessor 
of Taxation, setting forth the particulars of the demand and 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff, shall be sufficient authority 
for him to seize sufficient of the goods of the taxpayer to 
meet the said demand. The sale of such goods and the 
disposition of the money realized shall be conducted in the 
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manner prescribed by law, as if the seizure was made under 
writ of execution issued out of the Supreme Court. 


10. (1) In cases wherein trustees in bankruptcy, assignees, Duties of legal rep- 
liquidators, curators, receivers, administrators, heirs, ex- 
ecutors and such other like persons or legal representatives, 
are administering, managing, winding up, controlling, or 
otherwise dealing with the property, business or estate of 
any person who had not made a return for any taxable period 
or for any portion of a taxable period for which such person 
was required to make a return in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, they shall make such return and 
shall pay any tax and supertax and interest and penalties 
assessed and levied with respect thereto before making any ‘ 
distribution of the said property, business or estate. 


(2) Trustees in bankruptcy, assignees, administrators, 
executors and other like persons, before distributing any 
assets under their control, shall obtain a certificate from the 
Minister, certifying that no unpaid assessment of Income tax, 
supertax, interest and penalties properly chargeable against 
the person, property, business or estate, as the case may be, 
remains outstanding. Distribution without such certificate 
shall render the trustees in bankruptcy, assignees, adminis- 
trators, executors, and other like persons personally lable 
for the tax, supertax, interest and penalties. 


(3) Every agent, trustee or person who collects or 
receives, or is in any way in possession or control of, income 
for or on behalf of a person who is resident outside of New- 
foundland, shall make a return of such income, and in case 
of default by such non-resident of the payment of any tax 
payable, shall on being so notified by the Minister, deduct 
the amount of such tax from either the income or other 
assets of such non-resident in his hands and pay the same 
to the Minister. 


11. The returns received by the Minister shall be with all podiiate ey 
due dispatch checked and examined, and in all cases where 
such examination discloses that an overpayment has been 
made by a taxpayer, the Minister shall make a refund of 
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the amount so overpaid by such taxpayer, except In cases 
where any amount of tax, supertax or interest is due the 
Department, when the overpayment shall be applied in 
liquidation of such taxes and interest.
